Jamestown Exposition. Va., July 16. 
—rSpeclal.]—Over 2,600 persons gath¬ 
ered to-day at Fort Boonesborough to 
assist In the celebration of Kentucky 
day. avowedly the most unique and 
largely attended celebration since the 
opening of the Jamestown Exposition. 

The day was almost Ideal from the 
weather standpoint, although the mer¬ 
cury showed an inclination about noon 
to mount to the top of the tube. A 
•light breeze from Hampton Roads tern 
pered the air beneath the pines and the 
wide verandas of the State building and 
made the Kentucky home altogether 
comfortable. ' 

“I am gratified over the manner In 
which our friends have honored us/* 
said John B. Atkinson, of Earlington. 
president of the Kentucky Commission 
to-night. "We feel that Kentucky has 
had an altogether successful day at the 
exposition. I am told that so many 
visitors have not at one time been at 
any other State building. If this is 
true. It naturally arouses a good deal 
of satisfaction with us Kentuckians, for 
we feel that our State is attracting her 
full share of interest at the hands of 
the visitors to the Tercentennial. I am 
not aware of any hitch In the day's 
goprramme and feel that Kentucky bur¬ 
goo has been given a noteworthy in¬ 
troduction in tidewater.’*

Barbecue a Feature. 


From a spectacular standpoint the 
barbecue was, of course, the feature of 
the day. Visitors began arriving early. 
They seemed to take widespread inter¬ 
est in the savory concoction which 
Sheriff R, C. Hieatt. of Frankfort, had 
come here especially to prepare. Mr. 
Hieatt is one of the most prominent 
barbecue ex^rtr In Kentucky and his 
hundreds of guests to-day were loud in 
their praise of the product of his skill. 

At 10 o’clock in the morning fully 300 
persons had assembled to watch the 
boiling caldrons, and when the feast 
was announced shortly before 1 o'clock 
there were not less than 1,200 persons 
on hand. An additional 800 persons 
w'ere fed during the remainder of the 
afternoon. 

Five caldrons were required to make 
the burgoo. About 000 pounds of beef 
and twelve sheep were used. Almost 
1.000 loaves of bread were consumed. 
Pickles, cabbage, chickens, tomatoes, 
com and potatoes were used in propor¬ 
tionate quantities.

Paducah. Ivy.. July 16— [Special.] — 
While the 200 inhabitants of the town 
o-f Dycusburg on the Cumberland river 
in Crittenden county, near the Living¬ 
stone county line, were sleeping this 
morning, fire originating in an out¬ 
house in the rear of Griffin & Wells' 
general store burned through into the 
main street. When the crackling flames 
awakened the sleepers the whole street 
on both aides was ablaze and the fire 
had gained such headway that the two 
blocks comprising the business sec¬ 
tion were soon reduced to a mass of 
smoldering ruins. Only two business 
houses remain standing to-night and 
sixteen stores, with a number of offices 
and dwellings, are destroyed. The loss 
is estimated at $150,000. with perhaps 
$50,000 insurance. 

Among the bunted are the People's 
Rank, the two hotels and the postoffice. 
Left standing are E. J. Brown’s 
grocery store and Yancy Brothers' dry 
goods store. A complete list of the 
burned district Includes Dr. Phillips* 
store and the Glass Hardware Com¬ 
pany, which was under the same roof; 
O. Boaz, dealer in groceries and con¬ 
fectioneries; G. A. Decker, grocery, 
two-story building; People's Bank, 
capitalized at $lf»,C00 and recently in¬ 
stalled In its new brick building; W. L. 
Bennett, general stores J. C. Bennett, 
groceries; Yates* Hotel. two-srtory 
building; Gregory Livery Stable, Ed 
I^owery’s store and residence, Dycus¬ 
burg Hotel and the postoffioe, J. I. 
Hill's residence, the Home Telephone 
office and Griffin & Wells* general 
store. The fire had burned an hour be¬ 
fore Its was discovered. 

There Is no fire protection In the 
town and a general alarm was sounded 
to arouse the sleeping populace. Men, 
women and children responded and 
lines of buckets from the river and 
cisterns were established. The men 
threw water on the roofs of buildings 
In the path of the flames and ex¬ 
tinguished Incipient blazes where burn¬ 
ing brand* alighted as the frame buUA- 
itvgs fell In when their supports were 
burned. For two hours they fought, 
falling back an the flames approached 
too near, but after the two solid blocks 
had been consumed the advance was 
stayed and the fire burned itself out 
without damaging much of the resi¬ 
dence section. 

This Is the second disastrous con¬ 
flagration that has visited Dycusburg. 
About fourteen months ago several 
business houses were burned. The 
guests at the hotels and residents were 
aroused and reached safety, but little 
property was saved, the efforts of the 
populace being concentrated on staying 
the progress of the flames. The bank, 
which recently moved into its new 
building, had fire-proof vaults, so its 
effects are probably all right. The 
stamps and material of the post office 
are lost. J

Had Slaughtered Hundreds 
In Kutais Province. 


LAID WASTE RION VALLEYS. 


Alexandropol, Russia, July 16.—Gen 
Allkhanoff, former Governor General of 
Tiflis. Madame Glieboff. wife of Gen. 
Glleboff, and the coachman who was 
driving their carriage, were blown to 
pieces by bombs thrown at their con¬ 
veyance at 2:30 o’clock this morning. 

A son of Gen. Allkhanoff and a 
daughter of Gen. Gdieboff sustained 
serious injuries. 

The party was returning to the resi¬ 
dence of Gen. Alikhano?f from his club. 
The bombs were hurled In Beboutoff 
street. 

Gen Allkhanoff was nicknamed "the 
wild beast'* by the Caucasian members 
of the lower house of Parliament, where 
he led a number of punitive expeditions 
to stamp out disorders. His rigorous 
methods to this end brought down on 

him the enmity of the revolutionists. 

• • • 

Escaped Last Year. 


Gen. Alikhanoff was nicknamed "the 
by a bomb at Borjam May 30 of last 
year. This bomb was throw n Just as he 
was about to take a train for Tiflis. Its 
explosion seriously wounded. In addi¬ 
tion to the General, a member of his 
staff and several Cossacks. The re¬ 
mainder of the Cossacks fired into the 
crowd, killing many persons and then 
burned to the ground the buildings 

into which the people had fled. 

• • • 

Was Greatly Hated. 


Gen. Allkhanoff. the "Pacifier" of Ku- 
tais Province, was the most hated man 
in the Caucasus. 

For several months in the fall of 1905 
the Government was completely in the 
hands of the revolutionists, they being 
In full possession of the railroad from 
the Block Sea to Surara tunnel, which 
they had blown up previously. Gen. 
Alikhanoff sent a column of Cossacks 
who laid waste the fertile Rlon valleys. 
Hundreds of the Inhabitants were 
slaughtered. Many of the men were 
driven into the mountains and the 
women were given over to the Cossacks. 
Fifty villages were wiped out. The 
atrocities committed attracted the at¬ 
tention of the entire country. 

Gen. Allkhanoff took part In the Rus¬ 
sian advance in Central Asia and his 
expedition to the Murghah river in 
1887-8, known as the Pendjdeh incident, 
brought Great Britain and Russia to the 
verge of war.

Just beneath this was inserted: “Joe 
Herrell, of Kurtz, my father.’* A mes¬ 
sage was sent to the latter by the rail¬ 
way officials informing him of his son's 
rash act. 

EDnglrveer James Bruff stated that os 
his train approached the crossing, going 
at a lively rate, he saw the young man 
give a spring and land in the middle of 
the track. Just In front of the engine 
thut crushed out his life. There w*as 
no time to bring the engine to a stand¬ 
still.

WEST POINT CURRICULUM 

MUCH TOO TECHNICAL 


Board of Visitors Points Out Neces¬ 
sity for Revision. 


Washington. July 16.—An officer of 
the army should be an all-around edu¬ 
cated gentleman. As It is now, his en¬ 
tire training, both preparatory at the 
academy and post graduate. Is almost 
purely technical." • 

This statement Is the foundation for 
the recommendation by the Board of 
Visitors to the military academy for a 
general revision of the scheme of ac¬ 
ademic instruction. The board points 
out that w'hen the present curriculum 
was established there was no oppor¬ 
tunity for post graduate professional 
Instruction. Now it may be readily 
had for every branch of the service. 

It would seem that the time *j*mt at 
West Point need not be so exclusively 
devoted to technical studies and that by 
lesseningvhe requirements In them to 
somo extent and possibly lengthening 
the course a year the cadet can be 
graduated with an education approach¬ 
ing general culture. It also would 
make possible through Independent 
reading a more natural and broader 
development than is now the case.

Consolidation or the Kentucky Bur¬ 
ley Tobacco Society, the Louisville 
Tobacco Warehouse Company, the Cin¬ 
cinnati Tobacco Warehouse Company 
and the Farmers* and Shippers* Ware¬ 
house Company, of Cincinnati, will be 
proposed by the representatives of the 
Kentucky Burley Tobacco Society at a 
meeting of the American Society of 
Equity, which will be held at the 
Board of Trade building this morning. 

This proposition will be the chief 
business of r meeting, which, according 
to S. B. Lee, of Owensboro, secretary 
and treasurer of the National Tobacco 
Growers’ Association of the American 
Society of Equity, has been called 
for the purpose of formulating a co¬ 
operative selling plan for unsold 
tobacco. 

Mr. Lee has invited the Burley Board 
of Control, the National Directors of 
the Tobacco Association, the Green 
River District Executive Committee, 
the State Board of Directors of the 
American Society of Equity and the 
Stemming District Executive Commit¬ 
tee to attend the meeting. It will be 
called at the Board of Trade building 
at 10:30 o* clock this morning. At 2 
o’clock this afternoon a committee of 
the Kentucky Burley Society, of which 
Fred Stucy, of Ghent, Carroll county. L» 
chairman, will meet with the holders 
of old tobacco at the Fifth-avenue 
Hotel. 

In forming a co-operative selling 
plan, Mr. Lee explained last night that 
It w*ou!d be necessary to centralize un¬ 
sold tobacco. All unsold tobacco of the 
1906 crop will be gathered together, ac¬ 
cording to this plan, and t placed in 
storage. In this manner all Kind# of to¬ 
bacco w*tU be at one plucc ready for 
the buyer and can be kept there until 
the minimum uniform price, which will 
be demanded for It, Is obtained. Mr. 
Lee said r thnt it would be necessary to 
buy a building and locate a central 
warehouse if these plans are carried 
out. At this centra! warehouse. Mr. Lee 
said, all the samples could be kept and 
branch houses might be located at dif¬ 
ferent points In the State, When aakej 
regarding the rumor that tho ultimata 
aim of those at the bottom of the mov#. 
ment was to get cpntrol of the Louis¬ 
ville Tobacco Warehouse Company, 
Mr. Lee refused to either deny or affirm 
the report. 

• • • 

Co-operative Selling Plan. 

The proposition of forming a co-op¬ 
erative selling plan will occupy the at¬ 
tention of the delegates first, but It is 
said, that after this matter Is disposed 
of, the Kentucky Burley Tobacco So¬ 
ciety will propose that tho Louisville 
Tobacco Warehouse Company, the Cin¬ 
cinnati Tobacco Warehouse Company 
and the Farmer# and Shippers' Ware¬ 
house, of Cincinnati, double their cap¬ 
ital stock. The tobacco growers pro¬ 
pose to buy M per cent, of this stock. 

The capitalization of these three 
w'arehoude* at present is about $3,006.- 
000. According to the prospective pro¬ 
position of the Kentucky Burley Tobac. 
co Society, this capitalization should bo 
$6,000,000, a little over half of which 
will be hold by the tobacco growers. 

This consolidation will be proposed. 
It Is said. In order to make It possible 
for Burley tobacco grower# to got a 
better price for their crop than they 

have obtained heretofore 

• • • 

How Plan Works. 

The average price obtained by the 
grower# for Burley tobacco at present, 
it Is said, is seven cents per pound. By 
consolidating with the Louisville and 
Cincinnati warehouses, the growers say 
that both sides will profit. The growerj 
will dc-posit all their Burley tobacco 
with the warehouses and receive In 
part payment five cents a pound. ThU 
payment will enable them to continue 
planting tobacco and wait until Burley 
tobacco is in such demand that a fair 
profit can be obtained. It is proposed 
to make fifteen cents a pound the min 
imum price for the tobacco. When the 
buyer# are willing to pay this sum the 
tobacco In storage will be disposed of 
and the profits will be turned over to 

the grower# mipus 10 per cent.

Money to Finance Crops. 

Another renjbn why the Kentucky 
Burley Tobdrco BoSety is anxious to 
consolidate *vith the warehouses is to 
provide money for financing the 1906 
and 1907 crops combined. The growers 
in all counties in Kentucky that pooled 
In 1906 were able to have their crop# 
financed, but with the 1907 crop of 
Burley tobacco coming in the growers 
ure afraid that the supply of money 
will run short and that they will have 
to sell their tobacco at a sacrifice price.

At present the crops rc financed in va¬ 
rious manners. In Owen county, u per 
cent. Is paid upon receipt of tobacco 
by storage people, and the remainder 
is paid for when the tobacco is dis¬ 
posed of. 

June W. Gale, of Owen county, who 
la registered at the Old Inn. and who 
has come to Louisville to make ar¬ 
rangement# for the storage of *.000 
hogsheads of tobacco already In stor¬ 
age in Owen county, said last night:

Will Have 200,000,000 Pounds. 

‘The Burley Tobacco Society now 
has In its possession about 90.000,000 
pounds of Burley tobacco, which Is of 
the 19C6 crop. By January, ihe 19 7 
crop win come In and the society then 
wlU have about 200,000,000 pounds of 
the tobacco. It will take large sum 
of money to finance this amount and 
unices a consolidation is effected It 
win be next to Impossible. 

• • • 

Want $10,000,000. 

“According to the proposition that 
the Kentucky Burley Tobacco Society 
Is expected to make the three ware¬ 
house companies will be expected to 
furnish $10,000,000. That Is. they will 
have to pay the growers five cents per 
pound when the tobacco Is placed in 
storage In the warehouses. With this 
five cents a pound, the grower can go 
along and attend to his business. A 
little waiting and the price of tobacco 
will go up. The growls. If this con¬ 
solidation is made, will ask not leas 
than fifteen cents a pound. The Ameri¬ 
can Tobacco Company, which at pres- 
fin is buying. Is said to be getting the 
tobacco at a very low price. 

• • • 

Organizing for a Tear. 

“This movement for a consolidation,“ 
Mr. Dale continued, “was started 
about a year ago. Three or four years 
ago dork tobacco growers made almost 
the same proposition to warehouse men 
es the Burley people propose to make. 
Tine re was this difference: Dark tobac¬ 
co growers placed to-bacco in ware¬ 
houses only\In large bulks, whereas 
Burley tobadbo growers will expect to

Mr. Lee’s Plans. 


“Other propositions will come up be¬ 
side this one," he said last night, “but 
all of them will be the outgrowth either 
directly or indirectly of this one. I 
can’t say what warehouses we will try 
to buy or in what cities, if our propo¬ 
sition is accepted. Louisville and Cin¬ 
cinnati both would be good centers for 
a central warehouse, which would be 
just for the storage of samples. In all 
probability there would bo branch 
houses throughout the State." 

A committee of the Kentucky Burloy 
Tobacco Society will meet with holders 
of old, unsold tobacco at the FIfth-ave. 
»ue Hotel at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
Further than that the meeting was for 
the purpose of urging holders of old 
tobacco to get their tobacco together 
and centralize It, nothing could be 
learned about It.

CORONER ELLIS DUNCAN 
HOLDS HIS FIRST INQUEST. 


Coroner Elll* Duncan held his first in¬ 
quest after taking office yesterday. It 
was upon the death of Pleas Taylor, who 
was fla tally shot early on the evening of 
July II. Taylor, who during his lifetime 
was a well-known negro police character, 
was removed to the University Uospita!, 
where he died four days after the shoot¬ 
ing. The bullet which killed Taylor was 
fired at West and Green streets by a 
man who the police believe was Robert 
Fogelman. Staged man has not been ap¬ 
prehended. Coroner Duncan's Jury re¬ 
turned a noncommittal verdict, merely 
stating that Taylor met Ms death from 
a buLet wound Inflicted July 4 at West 
and Green streets.

Boise, Idaho, July 16.—In the last 
stages of the case against William D. 
Haywood, the prosecution put six wit¬ 
nesses on the stand to-day to rebut th* 
evidence of the defense. Three testi¬ 
fied to conditions In the Coeur d’Alene 
in 1899. and three to the situation In 
Colorado during the strike period of 
1903 and 1904. The important witnesses 
of the dny were called to contradict 
the showing made by witnesses for Lho 
defense that there was no reason for 
the calling out of the militia of Col¬ 
orado. other than a desire on the part 
of the mine owners to drive members of 
the Western Federation of Miners from 
tho mining district. One witness flatly 
contradicted the evidence Introduced 
by the defense to show that the ex¬ 
plosion at the Vindicator mine was due 
to an accident.

Aller Perjury Hearing. 

While tho big trial was going on In 
the District Court before Judge Wood, 
an interesting off-shoot of tho case was 
being heard In the small room used as 
a court by Justice of the Peace Savage. 
C. W. Aller, the depot agent who had 
been arrested, charged with perjury, 
was brought before the Magistrate for 
a preliminary hearing. The State was 
represented by Prosecuting Attorney 
Koelsh and the prisoner by Perter Breen, 
an attorney of Butte, who has been as¬ 
sociated with Haywood’s counsel, hav¬ 
ing been retained by the miners’ unJon 
of Butte, Mont., to watch the case. 
Fred Miller, who was Orchard's coun¬ 
sel at his preliminary bearing in Cald¬ 
well immediately after the murder of 
Bteunenberg. assisted Mr. Breen. 

The principal witness in the perjury 
hearing was Orchard himself. The 
prisoner was brought in from the peni¬ 
tentiary' in charge of Warden W hi tty 
and a penitentiary guard. 

No more than half a doxen people 
outside of the principals in the case 
and the other witnesses were present 
when Orchard went over his testimony 
as to his connection with D. C. Scott, 
the railroad agent, who. Aller swore. 


ntervlewed Orchard in Cripple Creek 
wo or three "weeks before the ex¬ 
plosion at the Independence depot, on 
June 6. 1904. Orc hard was closely crose- 
examined by Breen, but no amount oi 
questioning brought out any material 
change in the original story. Breen wraa 
more severe in the Magistrate’s 6oun 
than was Bhe cross-examiner when 
Orchard wnij the star witness for tlv 
tate In the Haywood trial, but Orch¬ 
ard maintained the name calm exterior 
»nd answered each question with quiet 
posltiveneas. A number of other wit- 
nesses were examined, the case talcing 
up most of the day. A motion to dis¬ 
miss will be argued to-morrow after¬ 
noon. Aller was released on the de¬ 
posit of a $2,500 Jiond. 

• • • \ 

Sam Orchard in Wardner. 

In the Haywood trial, Edward Al- 
vard, a physician of Bourke, one of the 
mining towns of the Coeur d’Alene, 
sworf that he saw Orchard on the day 
of the blowing up of the cohcentnttor 
at Wardner. and that he came from 
the train returning from Wardner. This 
train was in possession of the mob 
that blew up the concentrator and 
killed two men. Aivard’s evidence con¬ 
tradicted the witnesses for the defense, 
who said they saw Orchard playing 
poker on that day at Mullen, several 
miles away. The chUm of the defense 
Is that Orchard was not at Wardner 
and had no part in the riot. 

A T. Hohrnin swore in rebuttal of 
the testimony of Thomas Wood, a wit¬ 
ness for the defense. Wood has said 
that he saw Beck and McCormick, the 
two men killed by the explosion at the 
Vindicator mine. In the eighth level 
beft>i4 the explosion, and afterward 
found their bodies in the sixth level. 
He said tha/t Beck carried a revolver 
on that day and that he saw a box of 
powder on a water barrel In the eighth 
level just before Beck and McCormick 
went up to the sixth, where the explo¬ 
sion occurred a few’ minutes later. The 
Impression created was that the two 
men carried the powder with them, and 
that Beck dropped his revolver, which 
exploded, and tho powder went off. This 
would account also for the finding of 
the shattered pufts of a revolver near 
the bodies. Orchard swore that he 
fired the powder with a pistol. 

• • • 

Wood Contradicted. 


Holman was a superintendent of a 
neighboring mine and formerly super¬ 
intendent of the Vindicator. He was 
one of the first to go down Che shaft 
of the Vindicator after the explosion. 
His evidence, given largely from a pre¬ 
pared chart of the Interior of the mine, 
contradicted Wood on many points. 

L. G. Ramsey, a young man, and a 
relative of McCormick, followed Hol- 
fnan. He was in charge of the powder 
in the mine at the time of the explo¬ 
sion. He knew Beck And McCormick 
well, and swore that neither of them 
ever carried a revolver; that there 1 was 
no powder in the mine at the time, as 
far a# he knew, and that there whs no 
water barrel on the eighth level, as 
Wood had stared. 

Sheriff Hutan, of San Miguel county, 
was the JjuU witness of the day. He 
testified as Co strike conditions. Under 
a searching examination by B. F. Rich¬ 
ardson, R u tan admitted that union 
miners were deported and driven by 
force from the county while he was 
Sheriff, and that no attempt was made 
to prevent or punish those who attacked 
the union men. He said that the de¬ 
portations were the work of the leading 
citlxens of Telluride. •

OUT OF THE STATE. 


Governor of Texas to Issue Proclama- 
• tlon Declaring Tuberculosis to 
Be Contagious. 


Houston, Tox„ July 16.—William M. 
Brumby, State Health Officer, who Is 
here to-dAy, says the Governor will 
shortly Issue a proclamation declaring 
tuberculosis & contagious disease. The 
proclamation will put the railroads on 
notice, and it will be a statutory of¬ 
fense, punishable by a fine of $500. to 
haul a person afflicted with a con¬ 
tagious disease Into the Siate. If In 
interstate travel a passenger demands 
that the carrier bring him to Texas, 
tbe health officer will require that the 
railroad notify the authorities at des¬ 
tination and the patient will be re¬ 
quired to submit to an examination, 
and if not satisfactory the patient will 
be subject to deportation.

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Washington, July 16.—It is said at the 
Navy Department it Is extremely im¬ 
probable that the accident aboard the 
battleship Georgia resulted from any 
carelessness or lack of precaution on 
ihc part of the j>ersonnel of the ship. 
A short time ago a thorough inspection 
was made of every detail of the Geor¬ 
gia’s ordnance by Commander Schofield, 
one of the most expert ordnance offi¬ 
cers of the navy. This Inspection in 
eluded everyone of the guns, the details 
of the turret mechanism, the workings 
of the gun hoists, ammunition hoists 
(which In the case of the superimposed 
turrets of the Georgia are rather more 
complicated than in the ordinary type), 
and, finally and most Important, the 
handling of the guns and ammunition 
by the sailors. 

It was found that the ship’s company 
was very efficient at all points and it 
was certain that they were following 
closely the firing regulations in every 
essential detail. 

• • • 

Clot of Soot. 

In the absence of any other plausible 
explanation officials here are disposed to 
give consideration to the theory ad¬ 
vanced by the Georgia’s officers when 
they came ashore at Boston, that the 
powder charge of the eight-Inch gun 
was fired accidentally by a clot of soot 
which oame floating down smoldering 
from the ship’s smokeptpe 3 rid settled 
by chance into the open scuttle on top 
of the turret, alighting directly on tht 
fifty-pound bag of smokeless powder In 
the hands of the loader at the breech 
of the gun. 

It Is pointed out that the bag Inclos¬ 
ing the powder Is made of thin serge 
stuff, which Is rather Inflammable. In 
fact, it is necessary that It should be 
soft In order to bo entirely consumed In 
the bore of the gun after the charge Is 
fired, otherwise bits of burning cloth 
might accidentally explode the next 
charge of powder irvtreduced before the 
breech of the gun could be closed. Such 
accidents have occurred In the past, so 
the bugs are purposely made thin and 
Inflammable. 

• • • 

The Op?u Scuttle. 

In answer to an Inquiry as to whether 
it is customary to have the scuttle on 
top of the turret open while target 
practice Is going on. It was said nt the 
Department that this Is almost a neces¬ 
sity owing to the high temperature in 
the turret while the gtins are consum¬ 
ing rapidly great quantities of smoke¬ 
less powder with Its enormous heat- 
generating power. 

The opening also affords an easy 
means of communication for orders. 
And a further consideration Is the 
beneficial effect upon the nerves of the 
gunners of the knowledge that an ave¬ 
nue of escape Is always open to them 
In case of an accident In the turret. 

When asked what additional precau¬ 
tion could be sugg^sttd as the result 
of this last accident, the officials of the 
Department confessed themselves at a 
loss at present. They stated that there 
was nothing to do but await the finding 
of the boird of examination which had 
been convened and with the data then 
In hand to endeavor to frame some 
change In methods that will eliminate 
this last source of danger. 

• • • 

President’s Telegram. 


The following telegram from Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt at Oyster Bay regarding 
the accident was received at the Navy 
Department this afternoon: 

”1 am Inexpressibly shocked and 
grieved at the dreadful accident on the 
Georgia and the dearth of the gallant 
officers and men. I wish full particu¬ 
lars at the earliest possible date. I^t 
me know' the condition of the wounded 
men. Repeat this to the captain of the 
Georgia.” 

Yamonioto’s Condolences. 

New York. July 16.—A message of 
sympathy from Admiral Yamamoto, of 
the Japanese navy, was one of the many 
telegrams of condolence received to-day 
at the office of Rear Admiral Goodrich, 
commandant of the navy yard at N>w 
York, whose son was killed In the ex¬ 
plosion on the battleship Georgia. Ad¬ 
miral Yamomoto wired as follows: 

“Please accept my deepest sympathy 
for the most grievous accident of the 
Georgia and greatly regret to hear your 
son wounded and wish most sincerely 
his speeuy recoven'.” 

Ninth Man Is Dead. 

Boston, July 16.—Edmund J. Walsh, 
seaman, died at the Naval Hospital at 
Chelsea this afternoon. This Is the 
ninth fatality resulting from the acci¬ 
dent on board the battleship Georgia in 
Cape Cod Bay yesterday. Twelve in¬ 
jured remain In the hospital, of whom 
Midshipman James E. Cruse, of Ne¬ 
braska, and Seaman James P. Thomas, 
of Brooklyn, are not expected to re¬ 
cover. 


CLERK WROTE “YEARS” 
INSTEAD OF “MONTHS” 


AND AN ALABAMA GIRL DTED 
IN PRISON BEFORE HER 
TIME WAS UP. 


Montgomery. Ala., July 16.—Because 
of a mistake of a clerk who wrote 
"years” instead of "months," Rhena 
Rivers, a girl of Houston county, almost 
served out twenty years for a tw’enty 
months* sentence at the Alabama 
mines. 

She died Just before the term was up. 
The clerk In making out the papers 
changed months to years and the mis¬ 
take was only recently discovered. A 
bill was to-day introduced to pay the 
mother of the girl for the overtime 
served.

IMMIGRATION RECORDS 

BROKEN FOR YEAR. 


Washington. July 16.—All Immigra¬ 
tion records in the history of the coun¬ 
try were broken by the aggregate re¬ 
turns for the fiscal year of 1907, which 
ended on June 30 last. The total num¬ 
ber of alien Immigrants landed In 
America during the year w'as 1,285.349, 
as against 1,100.735 landed during tho 
fiscal year of 1908.

Whisky Barrels. 


THE PRESIDENT EXPLAINS WHY 
IT WILL COME. 


ASSOCIATION HOLDING ITS 
SEMI-ANNUAL SESSION. 


FIRST MEETING IN LOUISVILLE 


Thomas Robertson, president of the 
Tight Barrel Stuve Manufacturers* As¬ 
sociation, predicts that before the year 
is out whisky barrels will cost $4.50, an 
increase of fifty cents over the present 
price and an Increase of between tl and 
$1.50 tjver the price of one year ago. 
He says that w'hlle the white oak from 
which these barrels are made Is be¬ 
ing consumed twenty times as fust as 
the timber Is growing, there Is timber 
enough to last for many years yet, but 
that the decrease in the timber supply 
and the Increase in demand for whis- 
ky barrels will cause the advance In 
price. 

"The ruling of the Pure Food Com¬ 
mission to the effect that oil bonded 
whisky must be stored for four years 
before It can be bottled has caused a 
great Increase in the demand for the 
best grade of white oak barrels.” said 
President Robertson last night. "The 
market price of barrels new is about 
$4, but before the year is over the price 
will probably go to $4.50 I do not 
think that barrels will get as high as 
$6 this year. At this time last year 
barrels were Belling from $3 to $3.50 
each. 

• • • 

Kentucky Takes 500.000 Annually. 

"About 500,000 of the best barrels 
rrade are taken by Kentucky distiller¬ 
ies each year. From this on the de¬ 
mand will be greater than ever before. 
There Is a greater demand for flno 
cooperage in. California since the ruling 
of the Pure Food Commission. The 
wines and brandies made there are af¬ 
fected Just as are Kentucky whlyklea." 

About thlrty-tflve ot forty members 
of the Tight Barrel Ktave Manufactur¬ 
ers’ Association were in attendance 
yesterday at their semi-annual met¬ 
ing which is being held at the Sm*I- 
barh. At' the meetings yesterday 
President Robertson read his report 
and routine business matters were dis¬ 
cussed. During the afternoon the 
visitors wore served an elaborate lunch 
and last night they did nothing hut 
have a good time. According to Fretd- 
dent Robertson only routine business is 
to come before this summer meeting. 

To-day other members of the as¬ 
sociation ATe to be prerent, it Is ex¬ 
pected. and quite a number of the 
manufacturers will take the excursion 
trip to-day on the Steamer "Hia¬ 
watha ” To-night the barrel stave 
manufacturers are to be at the White 
City. 

• • • 

Timber Left Only in South. 


"The timber from which the best 
grade of staves Is mode is confined en¬ 
tirely to the South now." said Presldeo* 
Robertson yesterday. "The best 
whisky barrels are made from white 
oak and this timber Is being used up 
rapidly. Red Oak and gum have been 
used in making whisky barrels, but 
without success, for whisky aged |n 
these woods does not have the proper 
flavor. As long as the supply of white 
oak lasts whisky barrel* will be made 
from that timber and It will be many 
yearn before the timber Is entirely ex¬ 
hausted. This Umber Is being consumed 
about twenty times as fast as It is 
growing, however." 

About 100 men compose the Tight 
Barrel Manufacturers' Association. 
Not half of this number are in at¬ 
tendance at this meeting, but a large 
attendance Is expected at the winter 
meeting at Memphis in January. This 
Is the first time the barrel manufac¬ 
turers have met In Louisville since the 
association was organized romp ten or 
twelve years ago. Their Idea In coming 
to Louisville was to get acquainted In 
the country where such a large propor¬ 
tion of their product Is used.

Susj»ectod of being secretly affiliated 
with the American Tobacco Company 
which docs not recognize the union 
and which i..s net allowed to use the 
union label, several tobacco manufac¬ 
turers have been summoned to appear 
before the International Executive 
Bourd of the Tobaceo Workers* Union 
to show' cause why their 119 Ion label 
should not bo forfeited. The hoard 
was called together by the Interna¬ 
tional President Henry Fischer, of 
Louisville, and went Into session yes¬ 
terday at Its headquarters at the Amer¬ 
ican National Bonk building. 

It is possible that a strike involv¬ 
ing between 30.000 and 80,000 employe® 
of supposedly independent tobacco fac¬ 
tories in this country and Canada will 
be the outcome of this meeting. Ac¬ 
cording to members of the board, the 
American Federation of Labor will be 
appealed to, and If its financial sup¬ 
port can be obtained, tl** strike will 
be called In the near future, provided 
the suspicions of the union men are 
sustained.

Gtt to "Suspects” by Friday.

The firm 
is capitalized under the laws of New 
Jersey ut $300,000, with a maximum in. 
debtedness of $200,000. R. P. Richard¬ 
son. Jr., came to Louisville yesterday 
to present hie case. After filing on 
affidavit he returned to his home In 
Roldarvllle. In his affidavit, Mr. Rich¬ 
ardson says that the company floated 
an Issue of bonds valued at $ 120 , 000 , 
which the trust obtained control of, and 
on which the firm is paying 6 per cent. 
Judgment In his case will be rendered 
by the International Executive Board 
latter In the week.

Nall & Williams Suspected. 

A member of the International Execu¬ 
tive Board sold yesterday afternoon 
that the information regarding the re¬ 
lations between the Null &. Williams 
Tobacco Company and the American 
Tobacco Company was obtained 
through the agency of E. N. Hill, of 
New York, and Special Assistant At¬ 
torney General. Mr. Hill, it is said, had 
been delegated by Acting Commissioner 
E. Dana Durand, of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, to investigate 
tobacco conditions, and the alleged ef¬ 
forts of the so-called "trust" to monop¬ 
olize the tobacco business. In making 
this investigation, it Is said, Mr. HIM 
was assisted by the International 
Union, and together they succeeded, it 
is alleged, in collecting evidence show¬ 
ing that many supposedly independent 
manufacturers were in reality connect¬ 
ed with the American Tobacco Com¬ 
pany. 

"If a number of factories combine,” 
Secretary-Treasurer Evans said yes¬ 
terday afternoon, "all of them have to 
be union or else none at all. The Amer¬ 
ican Tobacco Company cannot use the 
union label because the company w’on't 
recognize the union. Now, If any firms 
affiliate themselves with the American 
Tobacco Company they forfeit their 
union label or else the whole shooting 
match goes out on strike. 

« # • 

Expects a General Strike. 


"We now have sufficient information 
and evidence to show that at least 
seven so-called independent manufac¬ 
turers are cohorts of the American To¬ 
bacco Company. We are dally receiv¬ 
ing reports from various parts of the 
country and the number of "suspects,” 
I am sure, will be greatly swollen be¬ 
fore we ge*t finished. I might add that 
before we get through not only may 
there be a general strike in many of 
the firms thought to be the staunchest 
supporters of union labor, but In all 
probability a movement will be set on 
foot for organized resistance to the en¬ 
croachments of a "trust," which I firm¬ 
ly believe the American Tobacco Com¬ 
pany to be. 

"We will have plenty of assistance 
In thl 6 proposed fight. The American 
Federation of Labor, the Cigarmakers' 
Union and the Government Itself will 
be back of us."

OUTBREAK EXPECTED 
IN CENTRAL AMERICA 


HOSTILITIES MAY COME WITH¬ 
IN FIFTEEN DAYS. 

DISQUIETING NEWS BEACHES 
CITY OF MEXICO. 


CABLEGRAM FROM SALVADOR. 


Mexico City, July 1 €.—Official and dip¬ 
lomatic circles In this capital were 
greatly excited to-day by the report 
that again a great outbreak of hostili¬ 
ties In Central America was likely to 
occur within the next fifteen day*. The 
news reached heme from Salvador in 
the form of a cablegram to tho Asso¬ 
ciated Press. The dispatch was as fol¬ 
low’s: 

"An armed clash which It Is be¬ 
lieved will Involve all of the Central 
American Stales, will probably occur 
wlfthln the next fifteen days. It Is re¬ 
ported that the first battle will occur 
between the forces of Salvador and 
Nicaragua. Gen. Lee Christmas, an 
American, who was wounded In the re¬ 
cent war betw’oen Nicaragua and Hon¬ 
duras, has been appointed as general 
In command of a Salvadorean regi¬ 
ment. 

"Gen. Chamorro is expected In Guat¬ 
emala on the nextt ship. Upon his ar¬ 
rival, he will probably proclaim himself 
provisional president of Nicaragua .”, 

The State Department and tho va¬ 
rious legation* were visited by the cor¬ 
respondent of the Associated Press but 
at none of the places had official news 
of the outbreak been received. It was 
learned that Gen. Chamorro, who Is 
named as the probable successor of 
Gen. Zelaya, of Nicaragua, should the 
allied forces prove victorious, is a 
member of one of the oldest, wealth¬ 
iest and best-known families In Nicar¬ 
agua- Of late, however, he has lived In 
Salvador, and It Is believed that he 
w as sent to Guatemala by President 
Figueroa, of that country- 

Minister Giron, of Guatemala, de¬ 
clared that his country had long been 
preparing to defend itself against an 
attack by elaya, but sold that he w’as 
not aware that an offensive alliance ex¬ 
isted between Guatemala and Salvador. 
In the event of hostilities, he said, 
Guatemala could place 8.000 well armed 
troops In the field and these men would 
be officered by military exports from 
the United States and Europe. He ad¬ 
mitted that the Honduras Government 
w’as hostile to Zelaya, saying that the 
latter had exacted an indemnity from 
(them at the end of the recent w’ar. As 
the Government was unable to pay this 
In cash. Minister Giron declared that 
President Zelaya confiscated the prop¬ 
erty of many rich men of the republic, 
hence the bitter feeling against Zelaya. 

Dr. Manuel Sanchez, the now’ly ap¬ 
pointed Minister to Mexico, said he dtd 
not believe the report, but Immediately 
telegraphed his Government for con¬ 
firmation of It. 

According to the wording of the 
cablegram It appears probable that Sal¬ 
vador, Guatemala and certin forces In 
Hondurs hve united to flfht N&ermgua 
and drive Zelaya from the presidential 
chair of the country.

• The Kentucky State Fair. 

The annual meeting of the Kentucky 
Btate Fair will be held September 16-21 
on the new grounds near the city, 
formerly known as Douglas Park, and 
recently purchased as the future per¬ 
manent location for the Fair. Of 
acreage sufficient for every possible de¬ 
mand which th<N future may call for 
and adjoining <the city, with means of 
access both by railroad and by trolley, 
iv|th buildings ample for the accommo¬ 
dation, both of visitors and exhibits. 
It Is safe to predict that this fair will 
take rank with the foremost in the 
country*. 

Louisville and tho State have long 
felt the need of a permanent institu¬ 
tion like this, the State fairs which, un¬ 
til last year when their location was 
fixed here permanently, having been 
held at various places In the State 
wtthout the necessary accommodations 
and lacking the element of permanency 
fpr progressive improvement and that 
prestige of success which promotes 
competition between exhibitors and at¬ 
tracts visitors. There was once such 
an Institution here which has never 
been excelled elsewhere In Kentucky. 
In 1852 the Jefferson County Agricul¬ 
tural and Mechanical Association held 
its first fair upon grounds puprtiased 
for the purpose, at Crescent Hill, then 
far beyond but now within the city 
limits. The railroad from Frankfort, 
an extension of that from Lexington, 
had been completed the year before 
and, passing the grounds, afforded ac¬ 
commodation for very largo crowds, 
both from tho Stale and the city, which 
otherwise could not have attended. 
There was an amphitheater built some-* 
•what like the Coliseum, with rising 
Beats under cover, ‘ for spectators 
around a large ring for the exhibit of 
the horses and other stock, and a music 
otand in the center. It was the first of 
the kind constructed and became the 
model for the fairs of the most enter¬ 
prising counties. It had a great In¬ 
fluence in promoting the agricultural 
development of the State and Improv¬ 
ing the grade of horses, cattle and 
other stock. In addition to attracting 
attention to Louisville for its enter¬ 
prise in maintaining such an institu¬ 
tion. But the advent of the Civil War 
terminated its existence, and Louis¬ 
ville, with only an occasional fair, has 
not until now* had the opportunity of 
resuming the role in which she acquired 
such prestige. 

While the institution bears the title 
of the State Fair, the grounds and 
buildings for its yennaneftt accommo¬ 
dation have Leen provided at a large 
outlay by the city in its munlc pa! 
capacity Imd by the liberal contr.bu- 
tion of Its citizens. Of the $25,000 which 
will bo iiwarded in premiums, $15,000 
js appropriated by the General Assem¬ 
bly of Kentucky and $10,000 by the Stats 
Board of Agriculture, and the fair will 
be held under the aueplces of the latter. 
Borne Idea of the extent of the exhibi¬ 
tion expected may' be gathered from 
tho fact that there will be 301 dif¬ 
ferent lots and 1,172 classes. In which 
will be made 2.639 awards, being an 
Average of 448 a day for six days. The 
exhibits will Include ail kinds of horse 
dock known in Kentucky', including 
mules, comprising 453 awards, 623 
n trends in beef and dairy cattle, and 
ITT awards in the different * it titles of 
EWlne.

A Truoe To Hair Splitting. 

In discussing the State of the coun¬ 
try, with particular reference to the ad¬ 
justment of Democracy to the chang¬ 
ing conditions and aspects of the time, 
one is apt, amid that which is theoretic 
and that which is practical, to fall into 
a certain confusion of terms, if not of 
ideas.

It is whore 
principles oome to be applied to meas¬ 
ures that leaders widen their circle® 
and drift opart. 

The Courier-Journal has been whiling 
the summer hours away by an inquiry 
into the wherefores of the Immediate 
situation, taking stock, as it were, of 
political assets, and time by the fore¬ 
lock; a Democrat as It truly believes, 
but also, a philosopher, aiming, as tho 
slang has it. to put its readers wise 
with itself—-which after all may fall for 
short of the mark of real wisdom— 
touching the Democratic party and the 
Republican party, and, Incidentally 
touching Mr. Rcroseveit and Mr. Bryan, 
who mainly occupy the middle of the 
stage. 

Occasionally we waken a slumbering 
Minstrel and sometimes we catch a 
Tartar, but, hit or miss, wo Shall not 
weary of the effort to pour a little sun¬ 
shine into the darker places of the pop¬ 
ular thought, rather In the way of 
timely suggestion than in that of mas¬ 
tership, let us say.

We might further consider 
them a twain of bumptuous Americans, 
two over-grown boys bubbling with ar¬ 
dor and self-confidence and good-in¬ 
tention, each playing the lion's part, nor 
willing to be pressed back from the 
front of the scene. | 

Our Bluegrass critic calls us down 
upon two salient points, to-wlt: that

so—and that “alike In Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Bryan, Calhoun and C&itounlsm

Trouble With Warships. 

The great disaster on the battleship 
Georgia is not alleged to be due to any 
fault of conadruction, but at the mime 
time it rather emphasizes the contro¬ 
versy that has been going on among 
naval authorities as to the defects in 
our great vessela The recent accident 
is regretted because it tends to weaken 
confidence in the wisdmn of tire regu¬ 
lations to safeguard human life in the 
turrets, and this can hardly be consid¬ 
ered apart from the const ruction \>f the 
turrets themselves. 

The service journal, Tho Navy, in its 
June number severely arraigned the 
construction of certain battleships, and 
this has been repeated and extended In 
the July number. These attacks reflect 
on the members of the Bureau of Con¬ 
st ruction, w ho w'ero accordingly a good 
deal excited about them, and some of 
the officers have hastened to say that 
they were not to blame. These personal 
questions, however, do not greatly In¬ 
terest the mns®e* of the people, who are 
rather concerned about % the results of 
naval construction. Officials that are to 
blame can be replaced, but it takes 
much time and a good deal of money 
to replace a defective battleship. If It 
should get into action before the defect 
is remedied the consequences might be 
deplorable. 

Among the vessels. criticised Is the 
Kentucky and its CiAnpanion ship, the 
Kearsarge. The Navy declares that their 
thirteen-inch guns could be wrecked 
by a projectile from' a one-pounder 
which could enter the turret ports and 
destroy the recoil cylinders of the great 
guns. It Is further said that the officers 


Commercialized Divinity.

In the old days when the fallacy of 
the "divine right” of kings flourished 
a little more than it does to-day the 
man knighted with the king's sw'ord 
became a sort of sharer with the king 
of the divinity which filled hi* porson.

Upon hie head a few nave 
aougnt to heap all the obloquy of defeat, 
but his place In the affect tons of the* 
sons and daughters of the &outh and hl> 
greatness In every relation of life are safe 
from the malign attacks of envy and fai 
beyond the reach of the poisoned barl 
of hate. The other child we first see as 
a laborer, then as a student of law. then 
as a lawyer impressing himself upon the 
people. He then takes part In politics, 
becomes un able debater, crosses swords 
with Douglas and acquits himself with 
credit. Then he Is elected President o: 
the United States—the most trying honm 
that every camo to man. I shall Attempt 
no eulogy here, except to 6ay that when 
the life of Abruham Lincoln, one of the 
greatest men of all the ages, passed to 
hla reward, and the best friend that the 
South bad In all the North was lost for¬ 
ever. 

Liberty did not mature In a day. Op¬ 
pression waa Its nurse and watched It* 
growth with Jealous eyes. But liberty 
grew, and like every other child. Anally 
became the master of the nurse that once 
hrid It helpless In her arms In Greece 
It was that liberty's voice was first heard 
In gentle murmur, but It waa hushed. It 
was then heard In Romo, but whs soon 
stilled. It was again heard when the 
Italian republics rose and fell, but once 
more it was sillied. Next we hear It at 
Rennymcde when the Magna Charta was 
exacted from King John. Louder and 
louder It grew with each* passing year 
Rut It was not until Jamestown waa set¬ 
tled that liberty's voice was heard In 
tones that were never to be silenced. I 
shaJl not attempt to portray the struggle* 
of the early settlers of Virginia. Their 
heroism is a part of the glorious his¬ 
tory of this splendid Commonwealth. But 
the same scenes that were enacted here 
were re-enacted by their descendants 
across the mountains that He on your 
went. Boone and Kenton. Harrod and Es- 
tlll and a host of others braved the sav¬ 
age Wo Kentuckians of this day read 
with terror and yet with pride of Blue 
Lick and Bryan Station, and we all know 
that the fall of Old Vincennes contributed 
almost as much to the success of the 
American Revolution os the Tall of York- 
town itself. You did your part, we did 
our part. Americana everywhere did 
theirs, and the libertv we now enjoy 
!* the precious fruit or the sacrifices of 
those Inspiring days. 

How may this liberty be preserved? In 
1893 a steamer was returning from Eu¬ 
rope. The majority of passengers were 
Americans One morning the singing of 
the national hymns was proposed. First 
the pianist struck the keys to the Mar¬ 
seillaise. and it tvae sung through with 
earneatnesH and enthusiasm. Next fol¬ 
lowed the inspiring strains of "God Save 
the Queen." Then the American heart 
was fired by "The Star-Spangled Ban¬ 
ner" But they sang only one verse. Aft¬ 
er that none knew the words. They sim¬ 
ply hummed the rest amid the laughter 
and Jeers of their companion*. Does this 
signify that we are lacking In patriotism? 
No. not that, but only that we are negli¬ 
gent about those things which serve to 
Inspire and keep alive our love for our

where wo may gather and catch inspire- 
tun* from tho very fount of liberty And 
above all wo must make our country 
worthy of our love. There are many who 
say that our liberty can only bo pre¬ 
served by strengthening our Government 
—by increasing our standing army. 1 
answer that this Government is not 
foundtxl on firnoe. It depends upon »h* 
love of Us people, and though we had an 
army of h million men ■ they would he 
few In number compared to tho mighty 
hosts who would rush to its rescue in 
time of danger. 

How may we increase our love for our 
country? By making It worthy of our 
love. How may we make it worthy of 
our love? There Is only one way. ond 
that is to make our Government Just, for 
Justice is the loftiest attribute of sov¬ 
ereignty What Is a Just government? 
A government that makes no man rich 
by operation of law; a government that 
punishes the criminal, whether he bo rich 
or j*>or: a government that compels 
obodlencf* both from the Individual and 
the corporation; a government that scutda 
Its worships to other lands to protect 
the humblest American cl-tlxen with ths 
sunn- dispatch that R sends them to pro¬ 
tect the moat powerful; In other w^rda. a 
government that plays no favorites, but 
places ettry citixen and every lawful cttl- 
zen and every lawful Institution, by what¬ 
ever mime H may be called, utfon a plane 
of absolute equality before the law. 

How m.iy we secure such a govern¬ 
ment? Only by mutual understanding, 
mutual forbearance and united effort. 
We people of the United States must 
know each other better. We must eeaao 
treating each other with the spiteful

FORTUNE FOR FITZ 

IF HE WINS BOUT. 


Former Heavyweight Champion Has 
Every Incentive to Whip John¬ 
son in Fight To-night. 


Jack Johneon meets the hardest game he 
has ever gone up against when he meets 
Bob Fitzsimmons to-night at the Wash¬ 
ington Sporting Club, Philadelphia. This 
bout is the turning point In Johnson's ca¬ 
reer. For months he has been labeled ns 
“the bad man” of the heavy weight if, and 
he has been religiously passed up by all 
the men of class. 

On work done In the ring there Is no 
reason to class Johnson as such a bad 
man to be avoided. He has met very few 
men of class. The major portion of his 
bouts have been with men of Inferior 
ability, and In many cases, notably the 
meetings with Joe Jeannette. Johnson dll 
not display any marked superiority over 
the other fellow The charge has been 
made that Johnson In many of th#»se 
bouts did not exert himself, but he took 
many a hard punch for a man who was 
not doing his best. 

Doping out his ability on the showing 
he made with Marvin Hart he falls sw- 
era! degrees below championship caliber 
He was out to win that night, as he had 
many dates pending on the outcome, but 
the bulling tactics of the man from Lou¬ 
isville kept Johnson so much on the hop 
that he had little time to do much execu¬ 
tion. 

If such an exponent as Hart could ke*p 
Johnson going to cover, what will a mart 
of the speed, clevemr** and hitting ability 
of Fitzsimmons cause Johnson to do? Hop 
out of the ring? Well, hardly, but it can 
be safely said that Johnson will have to 
go a lot faster and show a lot better form 
w’hen he mets Fltz than he h«s In any of 
his former meetings with men of any 
ability. The eharg** that Johnson Is r.o* 
gamo Is one of the strong points on 
which Ruby Robert banks a lot of his 
hopes. 

On many sides, advanced as the reason 
why Johnson should win quickly, la the 
difference In the ages of the men. It Is 
this handicap of years that lends even¬ 
ness to the match. With a few yeira off 
Bob would be a winner In such short or¬ 
der as to rob the match of all interest. 
In fact, a few years b3ck none short of 
the champion of the world. Jeffries, was 
considered as a suitable opponent for 
Fitzsimmons With the few years uddod 
the evenness of the match Is awakening 
all kinds of Interest. 

On the outcome depends a match with 
Tommy Burns for Johnson, and a long 
theatrical tour for Fitzsimmons. Each 
thinks very well of the ineontlve that 
actuates him to win. and It la a certainty 
that both will put forth their best ef¬ 
forts. 

Jimmy CofTroth’s telegram to Johnson 
saying that he would give him a nvitch 
In September with Tommy Bums If he 
•’won over Fltz clean” is significant 
enough and will cause Johnson to do hft 
very best. That •’clean win” means not 
less than $10,000 to Johnson, and as long 
ns lt Is a long time between these 
ten thousand "hunks of kale,” nnd John¬ 
son Is no fool, it Is not to be doubted that 
he will win In a round if possible. 

From the club It Is reported that the 
sale of seats (s far In advance of any 
previous show held In Philadelphia, with 
the posslhle exception of the Xclson-Mc. 
Govom bout. ”The hotisf* will taxed 
to Its capacity” Is the prediction of Man¬ 
ager McCartiey. and he has put on a 
show* ahead of the big bout which is a 
novelty In Itself.

CONTRACTUAL DEBTS 

DISCUSSED BY HAGUE ARBITRA¬ 
TION SUBCOMMITTEE. 


Gen. Porter Makes a Convincing Ar¬ 
gument in Behalf of American 
Doctrine. 


The Hague. July 16.—The arbitration 
sub-commiuec of the peace convention 
to-day discussed the American propo¬ 
sition for the collection of contractual 
debts. M. Bourgeois, France, presided 
and the discussion w as of the most sat¬ 
isfactory nature. 

The general Impression Is that even 
those Latln-Americon countries that 
oppose coercive measures of any kind, 
while making a declaration to this ef¬ 
fect, will end by supporting the United 
States, whose proposition Is considered 
an Important step In the right direc¬ 
tion. 

Gen. Horace Porter spoke in French 
for half an hour, and his speech, vvhjcb 
was considered a clear and ^convincing 
argument In behalf of the application 
of the American doctrine, was exceed¬ 
ingly well received. He began by ex¬ 
plaining that the American proposition 
refers solely to contractual debts, end 
does not cover cases of Injury to resi¬ 
dent aliens caused by unjust imprison¬ 
ment, mob violence, confiscation of 
property and conditions of a like na¬ 
ture, on account of which Indemnity 
might be demanded. 

He said that there was a growingtm- 
presston that the employment of armed 
force 10 collect debts would become a 
most fruitful source of war, while If 
the so-called peaceful blockade was 
employed there would be an Increasing 
disposition on the part of neutral com¬ 
mercial nations not to recognize such 
blockade. Thus war must be declared 
to make the blockade effective. 

Continuing, he pointed out the possi¬ 
bility of u speculator making a venture 
abroad with the sole object of Increas¬ 
ing his private fortune, and later de¬ 
manding that his country go to* war 
to collect funds for his benefit. 

The taxpayer of the coercion coun¬ 
try. he said, must bear the expense of 
enriohlng the speculator.

SUCCESSES OF LAWRENCE JONES 


F AR from the Impression that has 
somehow gotten abroad that the 
American exhibitors who showed 
In tne International Horse Show 
tn England were dlssitisfled with the pro¬ 
ject arid discriminated against In the 
Judging, there Is accumulating f>vlde*ic;e 
that the American* were highly gratified 
with the success of the show and regarded 
it a* the greatest event of It* kind ever 
held and destined to wield an Important 
nnd permanent Influence in the develop¬ 
ment of the show horse. As for dis¬ 
crimination against them, the only excuse 
for any such belief is afforded, according 
to those who were nirt*t closely inter¬ 
ested, in the fact that rather different 
standards of Judgment obtain abroad It 
is natural that habit should emphasise 
some and minimize other feature* which 
to the American nfind had been regarded 
from different angles, but there was not 
the slightest Impression gained by those 
In a position to know the consideration* 
which influenced Judgment* there that 
Americans were not fairly treated. 

After the show was over there was a 
unanimous demand for Its continuance a* 
an annual feature. At the latest meeting 
held on the other side on the *ubject # It 
wa* agreed to continue the show annu¬ 
ally. The place where the next show 
would be held was not definitely decided 
upon, but J»ndon. ParlH, New York and 
Brussel* were mentioned, with the prob¬ 
ability pointing strongly to London get¬ 
ting the event again, with Paris, New 
York ami Brussels to follow In order, jiv¬ 
ing tho other cities tho opportun ./ to 
provide a suitable place for bolding the 
show, which they all lack at present. 

Those Americans who were hoping that 
the show would com** to New York nex 
year can console themselves with tuc 
probable vlatt of a considerable string of 
English exhibits Iti the National Hoist 
Show at Madison Square Garden this fal; 
Instead. It Is understood that pledge* 
were practically given to those lnteres:ej 
In the National show* that several English 
exhibitor* would send their horses over. 
It J* probable that Walter Wlnans will 
send a conxlderuble string, including the 
pick of his extensive stables, when Amer¬ 
icans may have the satisfaction of seeing 
some «»r the Judgments of the reepnt show 
reversed on account of the differing con¬ 
dition*. What horses will be brought Is no; 
definitely determined yet, but the assur¬ 
ance is given that they will be thoroughly 
representative. 

Frankly. American exhibits were rather 
outclassed In the heavy harness classes 
In spite of their excellence? The greatest 
disappointment wiu» the victory of E. Col¬ 
ston’s team of blacks In the championship 
four-in-hand class. A. G. VanderblU’s 
champion team of haya. was placed «ec- 
uud and MklS lo O Ird Again, 

in the park teams. Walter WJnahs beat 
the Vanderbilt four, with C. W. Watson 
third, while the only blue won by the 
American fours went to Vanderbilt’s fu- 
mous team of grays. 

C. W. Watson scored h!« most notable 
success In the tandem teams of over 16 
hands with Lord Baltimore and My 
Maryland, but Walter Wlnans won first 
honor* In tho championship class with 
Lonsdale and Londesborough. Watson’s 
victory for tho big tandems was won over 
Adam Beck * Lord and Lady Norfolk and 
Vanderbilt’s High Boy and Colunibl/i. 
\ underwit got a measure of revenge by 
defeating Lord Baltimore and My Sfary- 
fend In a class of pairs with Sweet Ma¬ 
rie and Tho Major. Jx»nd nnd Lady Nor¬ 
folk being placed third to them. 

Walter Wlnans’ 8aracen won distin¬ 
guish*^ honor In the hlngle horse to 
brougham, with Sweet Marie, placed sec¬ 
ond. and Watson’s Tennessee reserve, 
while Wlnans’ Coker Rosudor and Pros- 
perlne won two notable victories In the 
class for pairs, defeating Vanderbilt’* 
Gibson Boy and Full Dress In one class 
for the blue and hts Columbia and High 
Boy In the other, with Watson’s Kitty 
Gray and Ringing Bells placed third. 
A nndcrbllt won one blue with Rustling 
611k and The Dude over Watson’s Lord

You are on guard, blocking 
whh the right, and wtllU punch where 
there 1 - liu.e chance of hurting your¬ 
self. The next Is the right tinder the 
heart. ’Hiat Is the punch that is worth 
inor«* than all tho others. It takes tho 
life out of you. bonds you over, and 
sickens you with pain. The fourth is the 
cross counter. Tlx? man who lias the eya 
of a fencer to the man for this punoh. 
lt requires sp«‘ed, d«ruction and force ta 
get results, and Is a dangerous punch. 

“I pick four punches ifke this because 
they iire the m«M*t dangerous and safe*ft 
There is no reason for a man to either 
8 wing or uppercut. Either of these blown 
la dung« runs for the man who uses them, 
nnd he t» gambling with fnte for a broken 
hand. There Js ow* wav to uppercut. .**nd 
that to In close, ns joe Thomas loes. 

When you Jolt a man under the ch 4 n In 
close I’ll tell you It shakes him tip, and 
more than once I've seen it start a man 
toward defeau 

"Do I consider Thomas a better hitter 
than Gans? No, Gan* to the greatest 
httter 1 ever saw. He never wastes n 
punch, us*-* the right one. und his dire?- 
tlon to perfect, lie to tit© master of figh(- 
Ing, If there ever was one. Thomas. I 
think, with n few years of experienc". 
will be the greotettt lighter in the world. 

He is cool all the time, a terrible hitter, 
game to the (’ore, and clever. 

”Do I think there Is a man In the world 
who has a chance with Jeff’’ Not on your 
life No, sir Jim Jeffries to the great**®* 
man the world ever saw. I'm talking of 
heavyweights, mind you. Of course, J**ff 
to not as fast as Guns, but for a man 
weighing over 190 pounds he Is a marvel 
Hit? Say. let me tell you Jim J-ffrles 
was afraid to bit a man with all his 
might. You know what a lacing he got 
from Fitz In their last fight and how he 
looked” He had seven stitches taken In 
a cut over his eye. and when he knocked 
Fltz out he used about half his steam, 
and nt that put a lump on Fltz’s side as 
big as y« ur hand and fractured a rib?

MAN TWICE ATTEMPTS 

SUICIDE BY DROWNING. 


Efforts are being mado to merge the 
Louisville Gas Company, the Louisville j 
Heating Company, the Louisville Light¬ 
ing Company and the Kentucky Elec¬ 
tric Company. This much was admit¬ 
ted by a director and a large stock¬ 
holder in one of the companies. This 
director and stockholder said that he 
had no information as to what form 
the merger would* take if brought 
about, but that it would be of such a 
nature as to make the stocks of thC ( 
different companies very valuable. 
Further than this ho would make no 
statement. Another stockholder said he 
hod received word to the effect that It 
would be advantageous to him to hold 
hla stock. 

Interest in the securities of the Lou¬ 
isville Gas Company and the Louisville 
Heating Company seemed to be on the 
wane yesterday, as the stock of the 
former company was offered at the 
Stock Exchange at 138, without elicit¬ 
ing a bid, and the stocks of the heat¬ 
ing company were passed without bids 
or offers. However, there was some 
inquiry for the&o securities on the curb. 

About a week ago there sprang up 
quite a demand for Louisville Gas stock 
and Louisville Heating common. In 
three days Louisville Gas was advanced 
from 120 (with JVi per cent, dividend 
on) to 135 (ex-dividend), and Louisville 
Heating common was boosted from 48 
up to 08 i*t the Stock Exchange, with 
sales reported at higher prices on the 
curb. 

A demand strong enough to advance 
•locks so rapidly In the present dull 
state of the market would seem to 
presage some developments out of the 
ordinary, and it was not long until 
there were rumors of efforts at a 
merger of the gas, heating and lighting 
companies. These rumors were prompt¬ 
ly denied by officials of the companies 
involved, but were given color by the 
visit of the president of the Louisville 
Gas Company to New York. 

The head of the Kentucky Electric 
Company stated that his company 
could not be combined with another 
without forfeiting its franchise. This 
feature, It is stated by some, can be 
overcome, and even If it should be for¬ 
feited the franchise of the Louisville 
Lighting Company would be ample for 
the need of a merger company, and the 
latter franchise Is perpetual. 

• • • 

What the Companies Are. 

The Louisville Gas Company wasJn- 
corporated In 1 SS» for thirty years with 
a capital stock of $3,600,000. The city 
owns $925,000 of the capital stock. Divi¬ 
dends at the rate of 7 per cent, ore 
being paid on the stock, having been 
Increased from 6 per cent, in July last 
year. No statements of earnings are 
made, but they are said to be very 
largo. It is also stated that a number 
of the director* were In favor of mak¬ 
ing the dividend at the raSc of 8 per 
cent, when it was raised to 7, but a 
majority contended that Jt would be 
better to wait until the strength of the 
competition offered by the Kentucky 
Electric Company could be gauged be¬ 
fore adopting an 8 per cent. rate. 

The Louisville Heating Company was 
incorporated In Delaware in 1902 to suc¬ 
ceed to the business of the Kentucky 
Heating Company. It has an author¬ 
ized capital of $1,600,000 5 per cent 
cumulative stock and $2,500,000 common. 
The common received 2 per cent, in 
Februury. 1904. 3 per cent. In February. 
1905. and lMi per cent. In August, 1906, 
and February last. 

The Louisville Lighting Company was 
Incorporated ip Kentucky in 1903 as a 
consolidation of the Louisville Electric 
Light Company and the Citizens* 
Lighting Company. Its franchises are 
perpetual. Tt Is capitalized at $3,000,000, 
of which $2,606,700 is outstanding and 
all but a few' shares owned by the 
IxmUvUle Gas Company 
Tho Kentucky Electric was Incor¬ 
porated in Kentucky last year, with a 
capital stock of $500,000. It purchased 
a franchise for twenty years at public 
auction, paying $ 100 , 000 .

AT BLUEGRASS FAIR 


COMMERCIAL CLUB PLANS TO 
TAKE BIG CROWD. 


An alleged violation of the "Tweuty- 
elght-toour law.*’ which provides, among 
other things, that live stock shall not 
be confined in railway cars /or a great¬ 
er length of time than twenty-tight 
hours without being fed and watered, 
has brought about a suit against the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com¬ 
pany by the United States. Judge 
George L>u Relle, United States At¬ 
torney for the Western district of Ken¬ 
tucky. filed suit with Deputy Clerk 
Cassin yesterday afternoon. 

In the petition it is set forth that at 
Slaydon, Tenn., on June 5, at 10;30 
o'clock a. m., the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville railroad received a car containing 
fifty-six hogs which were being shipped 
to Louisville. The petition Mates that 
the hogs were confined fci the car 
until 4:30 o'clock, June 6 . a greater 
length of time than twenty-eight hours, 
and that during that time the hogs 
were not unk>aded into "any pens for 
rest, water and feeding for a period of

the soil. There Is a little farm near 
Borden that does not look like it would 
be worth purchasing, but from the ber¬ 
ries gathered off of it so far this sea¬ 
son the owner has placed $1,200 to his 
credit ln bank, after paying the ex¬ 
penses Incidental to gathering and sel¬ 
ling his crop. Formerly the Borden 
berry growers were at the mercy of dis¬ 
honest commission men, to whom they 
shipped and were the victims of all 
manner of sharp practices, it often be¬ 
ing the case that the man shipped to 
would render a bill for more than the 
berries came to, heavy losses being sus. 
talned from this cause. 

Through the formation of a berry 
growers' association this has been 
changed, and prompt, honest return* 
are made dally, It being a rare thing 
for a shipper to lose money. The as¬ 
sociation Is for mutual protection and 
is not In any sense a combine to In¬ 
crease prices, that bedng left with the 
sellers in Chicago, but If the dealing 
of any commission man is not straight 
it Is only a question of time until he is 
off of the list. The railroad facilities 
have been bettered to such an extent 
that berries picked at dusk one evening 
are on the breakfast tables ln Chicago 
the next morning. 

While berries of various kinds grow 
in large Quantities and mature to per¬ 
fection, peaches are rarely a paying 
crop and but few* are raised. There is 
a persimmon farm near Borden that 
has Ju»t reached the point where a 
handsome revenue is derived. The 
fruit is put up In attractive shape and 
brings fancy prices. At this time the 
hucklebprry crop is being harvested, 
and the price dellvea-ed In Chicago is 
$7 per craie of six gallons. The berries 
grow' wild in large quantities and are 
picked by women and children- Culti¬ 
vated blackberries, as fine as can be 
found ln the country, are being sent 
to Chicago with the huckleberries, arid 
the price yesterday was $3.50 per crate 
of six gallons. Wild blackberries are 
hardly touched for shipping purposes 
and little attention Is given them. 

AT AGE OF SEVENTY-SEVEN 

Final Summons Comes to John A. 

Hinton. 

John A Hinton, who had been a resi¬ 
dent of the city for seventy years, died 
at his home. 420 Missouri avenue, ln 
Jeffersonville, yesterday Afternoon at 2 
o'clock of chronic Bright's disease, with 
which he had been afflicted for some 
time. Mr. Hlruton was a native of Lon¬ 
don, England, and was bom In Sep¬ 
tember. 1830, coming to this country 
with his parents when a child seven 
years old and settling in Jeffersonvilie. 
He was employed at various callings 
and during the Civil War drove a 
transfer wagon between Jeffersonville 
and Louisville, there being no bridge at 
that period. 

After the war he became Identified 
with the Ohio and Mississippi railway, 
now the Baltimore and Ohio South west- 
ern railroad as a watchman at the 
freight house In Jeffersonville, going to 
Louisville after the trains began to run 
across the bridge, taking the same posi¬ 
tion at Fourteenth and Rowan streets, 
where he remained until a few years 
ago and was retired on account of his 
age after a service of thirty years. The 
blow w*as a hard one on him and It was 
a long time before he ceased to mourn 
over the loss of his position. 

It was not until two weeks ago last 
Friday that Mr. Hinton took to his bed 
and after that /it was seen his days 
were numbered. Mr. Hinton was mar¬ 
ried in Jeffersonville on May 16, 1853, 
to Miss Catherine Devan, who origin¬ 
ally belonged ln Louisville, and she sur¬ 
vives as hi s widow’, with one daughter. 
Miss Kate Hinton, and three sons. 
George Hinton, Albert Hinton and 
Richard HlntoiL All but the last named 
live In Jeffersonville, his home being In 
New AJbany.

Trustees, the prices so fixed In no case 
to be less than the regular market price 
tor such supplies. 

The catalogue contains 109 pages, all 
of the work having been done in tho 
trade school of printing. The first 
twenty-eight pages are devoted to de¬ 
scriptions and illustrations of articles 
made in the foundry and hollowwure 
trade school. Following this comes 
nine pages of Illustrations of what Is 
made In the chain department. Next 
comes a list of Illustrations of gray 
Iron castings and machine shop work, 
grates, grate bars, sash weights and 
many other like articles made In that 
department. 

Other departments represented by 
illustrations are the blacksmilth shop, 
tlnehop. where many articles are made; 
furniture department, which Includes 
office furniture, desks of various kinds, 
kitchen furniture, porch and lawn fur¬ 
niture. screens and step ladders; broom 
department tailoring department. In 
w’hlch not only clothing, but shirts are 
made, also overalls, and lastly the shoe 
department. Everything turned out Is 
made by inmates, who are under the 
charge of free foremen, and a good 
trade has already been built up.

Four damage suits were filed yester¬ 
day afternoon in Lhe Floyd Circuit 
Court at New Albany, the amount sued 
for aggregating over IS.OCO. 

Suit wae brought by Matilda R. 
Henry against Marquis de Lafayette 
Stallings and Augustus A. Baker to re- 
cover $5,000 as damages for injuries sus¬ 
tained by the attack of a vicious cjw 
owned by the plaintiff. It i* alleged 
by the plaintiff that on June 10, 1907, 
the defendants had tied the vicious cow 
In an aJley near her home with a fifty, 
foot rope. As she was passing along 
the alley, she averred, the cow chased 
hef, attempting to hook her. and In 
trying to got away she fell to the 
gTound and was badly Injured, her 
hurts being so severe as to cause a 
serious illness.

HABEAS CORPUS TO BE ASKED

MORE INDICTMENTS RETURNED 


Raleigh, N. C., July 16 .—Indicted by 
the grand jury and brought Unto court, 
Thomas E. Green, city ticket agent of 
the Southern railway, charged with 
selling railway tickets at a rate greater 
than two and a quarter cents, as pre¬ 
scribed by law, w’as to-day In the Wake 
county Supreme Court, allowed bail in 
the sum of $100 for his appearance to¬ 
morrow. 

Green declined to give bail, and was 
put in the custody of the Sheriff. He 
was not taken to jail, and in the after¬ 
noon hts attorneys appeared and 
charged that it w-as higher officials 
who were responsible for the rates, 
and asked that Green be not impris¬ 
oned. 

The State’s Attorney said It was easy 
for him to give ball. This was not 
given, however, and to-night Green ia 
in jail. 

Though not stated in court, it is 
known that Green’s attorneys decided 
this afternoon to ask a writ of habeas 
corpus to a Federal court, presumably 
before Judge Pritchard, in Asheville, 
and it is expected-that the writ will be 
served to-morrow. 

It ts understood that the court will 
resist this step, on the ground that 
there is no Jurisdiction ln the Federal 
Court. The grand Jury to-duy brought 
tn another indictment against Green, 
w’hlch includes the Southern railway. 
Indictments for selling tickets at un¬ 
lawful rates were also brought In 
egalnst Southern Railway Agents M. E. 
Powell, at Auburn, and P. A. Creech, 
at Cary. 

DEFIES JUDGE PRITCHARD. 


Gov. Glenn Directs Officers to Disre¬ 
gard Writ of Habeas Corpus. 

Asheville. N. C., July 16.—Following 
the arrest here yesterday of J. H. 
Wood, district passenger agent of the 
Southern, and R H. Graham, on the 
charge of having violated the new rate 
law by charging more than the two 
and a quarter cents per mile, as pro¬ 
vided, and tlie arraignment In the Po¬ 
lice Court this morning, w’hen the cases 
were continued, Judge Pritchard, in the 
United States Circuit Court, issued 
writs of habeas corpus commanding the 
chief of police to produce the prisoners 
before him.

DIVORCES RESPONSIBLE FOR MUCH CRIME, 

SAYS REFORMATORY CHAPLAIN EDGIN 


Separation of Parents Leaves Growing Children Without 
Proper Care—Other Bad Influences. 


The Rev. W. E. Edgin, chaplain at 
the Lndiana Reformatory, in Jefferson¬ 
ville. w’ho Is spending his vac&tiou at 
Winona, Ind., with his family, delivered 
an address on last Sunday, during 
which he asserted that divorces were 
the real seat of crime in this country. 
He also charges many unlawful act* 
to Idleness. The cheap theater, he as¬ 
serted. Is another channel for turning 
the youth from right to wrong. Drink¬ 
ing and gambling came in for a share 
of condemnation from Mr. Edgin a s a 
source for driving young men to prison. 

“Fully 30 per cent, of the 1,160 young 
men confined in the Indiana Reform¬ 
atory.” said Mr. Edgin. “were driven to 
criminal acts because of the fact that 
ln early life their parents became sep¬ 
arated or were divorced. A very large 
per cent, of crime," he said, "Is due to 
Idleness. Fully 75 per cent, of the 
young men sentenced to the Indiana 
Reformatory have no trade. Thus they 
are unemployed and turn to crime. We 
need a manual training department ln 
every public school. This, with the 
compulsory education law, would to a 
great extent solve the problem of doing 
aw’uy with the prevalence of crime. 


"Bad habits have landed many young 
men In our penal Institutions. One of 
the worst of habits is the low-down 
theater. It has accomplished an awful 
wrong. I ask every man who comes to 
the Indiana Reformatory the question: 
‘What is the name of the best play you 
have wen?* The answers I get are sur¬ 
prising. I have been astonished at the 
names I have never seen on the bill¬ 
boards. One of the most demoralizing 
things of this country Is the cheap 
theater. I hope that the time will,come 
when every church organization will alt 
down hard cm this one particular de¬ 
grading thing. 

“Then there is the Influence of the 
gambling table. A vast majority of the 
young men on entering the Indiana 
Reformatory tell me they have played 
cards. Many bave Indulged in games 
of chance. Rome say they have won, 
while the greater number tell me they 
have lost. Drinking and gambling gu 
lurnd in hand. Nine out of ten of the- 
Inmates of the Indiana Reformatory 
are therelhrough drink, directly or In¬ 
directly. I wish that we had more 
oranks on the liquor question: that 
might bring about better conditions."

THROWN AND CRUSHED 
TO DEATH BY OWN CAR 


JAMES BROWN. COLORED SHIFT- 
EL,. MEETS TRAGIC DEATH. 


TWO OTHERS ABOARD SOME¬ 
WHAT HURT IN ACCIDENT. 


RAILWAY MEN BLAME DEAD. 


One of the new cars recently put Into 
service by the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany ran into an open switch at Fourth 
avenue and O street at 3:16 o’clock yes¬ 
terday morning, instantly killing one 
man and injuring tw*o others. The man 
killed was Janies Brown, colored, a car 
ghlfter, aged forty-eight years, and who 
lived at 1709 Levering street. 

Sylvester Strlegle, a white boy, on the 
carat the time of the accident,received a 
scalp wound, and Zach Anderson, col¬ 
ored. was bruised about the head and 
body. He was removed to the City 
Hospital and later In the day was taken 
to his home. The damage to the car 
was extensive. 

The car was taken from the barns at 
Fourth avenue and C street, a few min¬ 
utes before the accident occurred, and 
was being operated by Brow'n at a 
rapid rate of speed when the open 
switch was reached. The big car left 
the rails and after tearing up the cob¬ 
blestones in the street, crashed Into a 
telephone pole with terrific force. When 
It left the track Brown \Vas thrown 
to the street, the wheels of his own 
car passing over his prostrate body 
and tearing it to shreds. Death was 
instantaneous. 

The uther two men on the car at the 
time of the accident Jumped and es¬ 
caped serious injury. The officials of 
the company say that Brow f n took the 
car out of the barn without authority. 
Edward A ter, foreman of the bam, as¬ 
serts that Brown came to him and said 
that he had been ‘ordered to take the 
car and run It over the lines to “Umber” 
it. Ater declares that Brown told him 
he knew how to run it. 

Coroner Duncan was notified and 
hurried to the scene. He will hold on 
Inquest the latter part of the week to 
look into the cause of the accident. 
Brown had been in the employ of the 
company for ten years. He is survived 
by a wife and several children.

were those of Louis Wilis, William 
Jacke and James Wilkes, a negro. 
Probably the most important of these 
cases were those of William Jacke, who 
owns a saloon at 737 West Jefferson 
street. Jacke was first fined $19 for two 
offenses, but the fines were increased 
at the request of his attorney, Aaron 
Kohn. so that they might be appealed 
to a higher court and the attitude of 
other Judges on the question of Sun 
day closing laws might be tested. 

• • • 

Old Offender Punished. 

Jacke was one of the saloonkeepers 
brought to trial as the result of the 
-Sunday crusade inaugurated the first 
of the year by Mayor Bingham when 
he was County Attorney, and Attorney 
Kennedy Helm, special counsel ap¬ 
pointed by Gov. Beckham. About two 
score cases of the same nature were 
tried in Magistrate Hampton's court a 
few weeks ago and dismissed upon the 
same kind of evidence as Jacke was 
convicted. Witnesses were put upon 
the stand who testified to having 
bought liquor In the saloon conducted 
by Jacke on a Sunday in January. In 
passing sentence Judge Blain said that 
he could not see the distinction between 
a saloon being open in January and 
being open since Mayor Bingham gave 
his order to close. 

The second dismissal of a saloon¬ 
keeper, charged with keeping open on 
Sunday, sluce Judge Blain iook the 
bench was In the case of Louts Wills, 
who conducts a saloon at 949 Baxter 
avenue. Wills was able to produce evi¬ 
dence to the satisfaction of Judge Blain 
that his place of business was not ope n 
and that he did not sell any liquor on 
July 7, the Sunday that Patrolman 
Charles Simons entered his saloon and 
made the arrest. 

• • * 

Entrance by Dining-Room. 

Wills proved that Patrolman Simons 
had to go through his kitchen and din¬ 
ing-room to reach the bar; that the 
man drinking was his brother-in-law, 
and that the only way in which he 
could get water for the use of himself 
and family was in his saloon. 

Judge Blain overruled a motion of 
Attorney Aaron Kohn for a new trial 
In the case of James Wilkes, a negro, 
who was fined $19 last Friday for keep¬ 
ing his saloon open In violation to the 
Sunday-closing law. Attorney Kohn 
asked for the new trial on the ground 
that the negro witness who swore that 
he bought a drink in Wilkes’ saloon 
was an enemy of Wilkes and swore 
falsely. Judge Blain also overruled a 
motion to Increase the fine to $20 so 
that an appeal for & new trial might be 
taken.
